partial immunity portion of the 
1970 Orlanized Crime Control 
Act violates a person's right 
against self-incrimination.

"seek to compel a witness to 
testify," they must grant him 
full immunity from prose- 
cution," the decision said. 


The U. S. Supreme Court 


agreed Monday to hear an ap-

volved the same law used in 
Seattle Wednesday in jailing 
Leslie Bacon. Miss Cabon re- 
fused to answer questions be- 
fore a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating the March 1 bomb- 
ing of the U.S. Capitol, al- 
though she was granted partial 
immunity.

remains studded with political 
prickles for both the Republi-

Thanks to a shift by a con- 


servation Southern Democrat, 
the committee reversed an ear- 
lier decision and by a 13-12 vote 
added a 5-per-cent Social Secur- 
ity benefit increase, effective 
June 1, 1972, 


By doing so, the committee 


enhanced the bill's chances, 
since it is hard to vote against 
a benefit increase, especially 
one taking effect in an election 
year. 


But the Democratic majority 


also scored a subtle political 
point. The bill already contain- 
ed a provision that benefits— 
and taxes—were to be adjusted 
whenever the cost of living in- 
creased as much as 3 per cent. 
This provision was favored by 
President Nixon and the Re- 
publican members. 


One Democrat, asking he not 


be identified, commented, "If 
we had let it go at that, there 
certainly would have been an

Jan. 1, 1973. All during the 1972 
campaign, Nixon would have 
been bragging about the com- 
ing increase because of his pro- 
vision."

the government's Consumer 
price Index up to 120.2, mean- 
ing it cost $12.02 last month for 
every $10.00 worth of typical 
family purchases in the 1967 
base period. 


The Labor Department said 


the index was 4.3 per cent 
above a year earlier for the 
smalles annual rise in nearly 
three years and that the in- 
crease since February was the 
smallest of any three-month pe- 
riod in four years. 


Grocery prices rose nine- 


tenths of one per cent. Housing 
costs edged up one-tenth of one 
per cent, transportation three- 
tenths, clothing four-tenths, me- 
dical care six-tenths and recre- 
ation six-tenths, said the report 
by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. 


The bureau also reported that 


some 45 million rank and file 
workers gained 73 cents a week 
in pay to an average of $124.75, 
and that after allowance for

higher living costs, purchasing 
power was two per cent above 
a year earlier.

to wind up the spring session of 
the SALT talks and try to win 
agreement for a new round this 
summer in Helsinki, Finland. 


White House officials said it 


is this round which will show 
whether the new push from 
U.S. and Russian leaders result 
in real progress. 


In his nationally broadcast 


statement Thursday Nixon said 
that in secret exchanges "in- 
volving the highest level of both 
governments," the Soviet Union 
and the United States: 


—"Have agreed to concen- 


trate this year on working out 
an agreement for the limitation 
of 'he deployment of ABM-(an- 
tibaUistic missile) systems." 


—"Have also agreed that, to- 


gether 
with 
concluding 
an 


agreement to limit ABMs, they 
will agree on certain measures 
with respect to the limitation of 
offensive strategic weapons." 


The Soviets issued an identi- 


cal announcement. 


The SALT talks, started in 


1969, have been stymied since 
last fall over whether to include 
both offensive and 
defensive 


missiles in one disarmament 
package.

Soviets 
proposed 
an 


ABMs-only deal as a first step. 
The Americans say ABMs are 
designed to defend against of- 
fensive missiles, so an ABM 
agreement must be linked to a 
curb on offensive missiles such 
as Russia's big SS9s. 


White House officials said the 


joint announcement does not 
mean either power changed its 
basic position at the SALT 
talks. The administration still 
wants to proceed with its re- 
quest to Congress for an ex- 
panded Safeguard ABM pend- 
ing further development from 
the SALT negotiations, they 
said.

is a broken handle. If the 
tool is a good one and has 
served you well there is no 
point in parting with it be- 
cause the handle is broken. 


Refitting it with a new 


handle 
is 
not something 


casually done, not if you wish 
rt to remain the tool it was. 
Do not use the handle off 
some other tool. Do not 
buy the first handle you hap- 
pen to find in the hardware 
store. Shop for an exact re- 
placement. Remember that 
the tool was good because 
head 
and h a n d l e 
were 


matched and balanced. 


Consider weight as well as 


size and shape when you 


wedged. Some handles have 
slots already cut for wedges. 
If you use wood wedges, pre- 
cutting the slots is necessary. 
Metal wedges cut their own 
slots. 


If you can 
find wooden 


wedges or cut them from the 
old handle the results will 
be better. These can be fit 
to size and smoothed easily. 
Metal wedges are best used 
for tightening an old handle 
that has become loose. 


Drive wedges in gently. 


Too m u c h pressure too 
quickly may split the wood. 
A long slim wedge is better 
than a short, fat one.

CIA Charged 
With Hiring 
Mercenaries

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Clifford P. Chase has accused 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
of violating a congressional ban 
by secretly financing mercena- 
ry soldiers in Laos. 


The New Jersey Republican 


said in a Senate speech Thurs- 
day he had learned from gov- 
ernment sources "there are 4,- 
000 to 6,000 Thai troops in Laos 
and 
the 
U.S. government 


through the CIA, is paying 
them." 


"There are presumably gov- 


ernment funds being paid to 
Thailand," he said. "But Con- 
gress has never voted a penny 
to pay Thai troops in Laos." 


Congress last year prohibited 


payment of U.S. funds for mer- 
cenaries in Laos, except to help 
free American prisoners of war 
or facilitate U.S. troop with- 
drawals. 


Case is a member of the For-

Relations 
Committee 


meeting in closed session today 
to hear a report on Thai oper- 
ations in Laos from two staff 
aides, James Lowenstein and 
Richard Moose, just back from 
Indochina. 


Case asked why he should

about it a month ago and has 
not received an answer. 


"I am sure that at some fu- 


ture time," Case said, "an ad- 
ministration representative will 
sit down the Foreign Relations 
Committee behind locked doors 
and inform us how and why the 
United States is paying for Thai 
troops in Laos. 


"But this will be months aft- 


er the fact, and we shall un- 
doubtedly be told about an ong- 


oing program which would be 
difficult to stop even if we were 
so inclined." 


If 
the 
United States 
has 


reached 
an agreement with 


Thailand to finance and support 
Thai troops in Laos, Case said, 
"This is an apparent widening 
of the American involvement in 
Southeast Asia, and the Admin- 
istration should have consulted 
with us before embarking on a 
new policy. 


"And unless there were ex- 


traordinary reasons—and I can 
think of none—the American 
people also should have been 
informed."
